Iraqi Soldiers Massacred 


Zarqawi group claims slaughter of 50 U.S -trained troops 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I In one of their boldest and 
most brutal attacks yet, insurgents waylaid 
three minibuses carrying U.S.-trained Iraqi 
soldiers heading home on leave and massa- 
cred about 50 of them — forcing many to lie 
down on the ground and then shooting them 
in the head, officials said Sunday. 

Some accounts by police said the rebels 
were dressed in Iraqi military uniforms. 

The killing of so many Iraqi soldiers — 
unarmed and in civilian clothes — in such 
an apparently sure-footed operation rein- 
forced American and Iraqi suspicions that 
the country’s security services have been 
infiltrated by insurgents. 


A claim of responsibility posted on an 
Islamist Web site attributed the attack to 
followers of Jordanian-born terror master- 
mind Abu Musab al-Zarqawi. 

The soldiers were killed on their way home 
after completing a training course at the 
Kirkush military camp northeast of Baghdad 
when their buses were stopped Saturday eve- 
ning by rebels near the Iranian border about 
95 miles east of Baghdad, Interior Ministry 
spokesman Adnan Abdul-Rahman said. 

There was confusion over precise figures, 
although the Iraqi National Guard said 48 


troops and three drivers were killed. 

Abdul-Rahman said 37 bodies were found 
Sunday on the ground with their hands 
behind their backs, shot execution-style. 
Twelve others were found in a burned bus, 
he said. In a Web site posting, al-Zarqawi’s al 
Qaeda in Iraq, formerly known as Tawhid and 
Jihad, claimed responsibility for the ambush. 

Al-Zarqawi and his movement are believed 
to be behind dozens of attacks on Iraqi and 
U.S. -led forces and kidnappings of for- 
eigners. Many of those hostages, includ- 
ing three Americans, have been beheaded 
— some purportedly by al-Zarqawi himself.

WAS H I N GTO N I The Army has agreed 
to a Pentagon investigation into 
claims by a top contracting offi- 
cial that a Halliburton subsidiary 
unfairly won no -bid contracts 
worth billions of dollars for work 
in Iraq and the Balkans, according 
to Army documents obtained by the 
Associated Press Sunday. 

The complaint alleges that the

Halliburton spokeswoman 
Wendy Hall said, “KBR doesn’t 
have any information on what 
Bunny Greenhouse may or may 
not have said to other Pentagon 
officials in early 2003.

Study: Internet Surfers Not So Safe 


Experts find viruses, 
spyware lurking on 
many home computers 

WASHINGTON | Internet users at 
home are not nearly as safe online as 
they believe, according to a nation- 
wide inspection by researchers. 
They found most consumers have 
no firewall protection, outdated 
antivirus software and dozens of 
spyware programs secretly run- 
ning on their computers. 

One beleaguered home user in 
the government-backed study had 
more than 1,000 spyware programs 


running on his sluggish computer 
when researchers examined it. 

The Internet always has had its 
share of risky neighborhoods and 
dark alleys. But with increasingly 
sophisticated threats from hackers, 
viruses, spam e-mails and spyware, 
trouble is finding computer users 
no matter how cautiously they 
roam online. 

The study being released Monday 
by America Online and the National 
Cyber Security Alliance found that 
77 percent of 326 adults in 12 states 
assured researchers in a telephone 
poll they were safe from online 
threats. Nearly as many people 


felt confident they were already 
protected specifically from virus- 
es and hackers. 

When experts visited those same 
homes to examine computers, they 
found two -thirds of adults using 
antivirus software that was not 
updated in at least seven days. 

Two-thirds ofthe computer users 
also were not using any type of pro- 
tective firewall program, and spy- 
ware was found on the computers of 
80 percent of those in the study. 

The survey participants all were 
AOL subscribers selected in 22 cities 
by an independent market analysis 
organization, tedbridis(ap) 


Organ Donors Make Virtual Matches 


WASHINGTON | Log onto an organ 
donor Web site and you will find 
desperate people looking for strang- 
ers who might consider giving a kid- 
ney or piece of liver. 

The national transplant wait- 
ing list has grown to more than 
87,000 because organ donations 
from the dead have not kept up 
with demand. For help, frustrated 
patients increasingly are turning to 
the living, even to strangers. 

That worries bioethicists. doctors 


and officials who oversee the trans- 
plant system, which is designed to 
treat all patients fairly. 

Last week, surgeons in Denver 
transplanted a kidney into a 
patient who met his donor through 
MatchingDonors.com. Doctors ini- 
tially delayed the surgery amid con- 
cerns about the for-profit site and 
questions about whether the recipi- 
ent might be paying the donor for 
his kidney. 

The number of living donors has

Karzai Set to Win Election 


Interim Afghan leader 
gets majority of votes 
in presidential ballot 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Hamid 
Karzai clinched a majority of the 
votes cast in Afghanistan’s first 
presidential election, near- com- 
plete results showed Sunday, leav- 
ing him all but certain of becom- 
ing his war-wrecked nation’s first 
democratically elected leader. 

His chief rival, former Education 
Minister Yunus Qanooni, 
announced he was willing to 
accept the election result, but only 
if irregularities in the vote were 


acknowledged by a panel of for- 
eign investigators. 

“For the national interest and so 
the country does not go into crisis, 
we will respect the 
result of the elec- 
tion,” said Syed 
Hamid Noori, 
spokesman for 
Qanooni. “But we 
also want the fraud 
to be made clear.” 

By Sunday evening, Karzai had 
received 4,240,041 votes, more than 
half of the estimated 8,129,935 valid 
votes cast in the Oct. 9 ballot, the 
joint U.N. -Afghan electoral board 
said. That means that even if all the 


remaining estimated votes went to 
other candidates, Karzai would still 
have more than the 50 percent nec- 
essary to avoid a runoff. 

With 7,666,529 valid votes — or 
94.3 percent of the total — count- 
ed, Karzai had received 55.3 per- 
cent, 39 percentage points ahead 
of Qanooni. 

Sultan Baheen, a spokesman for 
the electoral board, said it will not 
announce the official result until 
the count and the investigations 
into the allegations of fraud are 
complete. 

“I hope it won’t take too long — 
maybe two or three days more,” he

U.N. Offers to Talk to Sunni Leaders 


BAGHDADI U.N. negotiators are will- 
ing to sit down with hardline Sunni 
Muslim clerics threatening to boy- 
cott upcoming elections, the U.N.’s 
envoy to Iraq said Sunday.

A large-scale boycott by the 
powerful Sunni Arabs — who 
make up 15 percent to 20 percent 
of Iraq’s nearly 26 million people 
and are spearheading an increas- 
ingly vicious insurgency — would 
be disastrous for the vote’s credibil- 
ity and could push Iraq into even 
deeper disarray. 

“We stand ready to assist,” said- 
Qazi, without offering details.” (ap)

Aftershocks Unsettle Japan

Massive quake strands 
tens of thousands 
in emergency shelters 

OJIYA, JAPAN I A Strong aftershock 
hit an earthquake-devastated swath 
of northern Japan early Monday, jolt- 
ing tens of thousands of survivors 
huddled in emergency shelters after 
a string of earthquakes killed at least 
21 people, flattened homes, toppled 
bridges and derailed trains. 

The aftershock was a 5.6 -magni- 
tude quake that was centered about 
6 miles below the earth’s surface near 
Ojiya, the epicenter of the 6. 8 -mag- 
nitude temblor that thundered across 
the region Saturday evening. 

Buildings swayed violently in 
Ojiya, about 160 miles northwest 
of Tokyo, but no damage or injuries 
were immediately reported. 

The Saturday disaster was the 
deadliest quake in Japan since a 
massive tremor struck the western 
city of Kobe in January 1995 and 
killed more than 6,000 people. 

Prime Minister Junichiro 
Koizumi on Sunday pledged that the 
government would set aside fund- 
ing for reconstruction. But officials 
estimated that it would take weeks 
to rebuild roads, bridges and homes 
and restore essential services. 

Japan’s Meteorological Agency 
registered more than 309 after- 
shocks — most too weak to be felt 


— following the big quake, and 
warned that another temblor of 
similar power could rip across the 
region over the next week. 

The temblors came just days 
after Japan’s deadliest typhoon in 


more than a decade, which left 79 
dead and a dozen others missing. 
Authorities said there were concerns 
that the aftershocks could cause top- 
soil loosened by the storm’s torrential 
rains to slide down hillsides, (ap) 


Powell Offers Unusually 
Sharp Words to N. Korea 

On Asia tour, he rebukes country, urges talks 


TOKYO I Secretary of State Colin 
Powell pressed North Korea on 
Sunday to return to nuclear disar- 
mament talks even as he branded 
the communist country a “terror- 
ist state” that has “no respect for 
human rights.” 

North Korea dominated Powell’s 
discussions in Japan with Prime 
Minister Junichiro Koizumi. His 
comments later were unusually 
harsh. Washington usually refrains 
from such rhetoric for fear of repel- 


ling North Korea from the ongoing 
multinational dialogue. 

Three meetings on North 
Korea’s nuclear weapons, involv- 
ing the United States, the two 
Koreas, China, Japan and Russia, 
have been held in China, with little 
evidence of progress. 

Blaming what it said were hostile 
U.S. policies. North Korea boycot- 
ted a meeting that was to have been 
held in September. Powell said it was 
urgent to resume the talks, (ap) 


Boycott by Serbs 
Mars Kosovo Vote 

PRISTINA, SERBIA-MONTENEGRO I 
A Serb boycott of Kosovo’s second 
general election confirmed linger- 
ing deep divisions in the U.N.-run 
province. 

The elections Saturday were 
overshadowed by the refusal of the 
vast majority of Serbs to vote in eth- 
nic -Albanian- dominated Kosovo. 
Serb leaders in Kosovo and Serbia 
proper had called the boycott, say- 
ing the United Nations and NATO 
have failed to create an environment 
where Serbs could live safely. 

Preliminary results weren’t 
expected until Monday and final

JERUSALEM | Israel’s Cabinet on 
Sunday approved a compensation 
plan for settlers who will be uproot- 
ed by Ariel Sharon’s Gaza withdraw- 
al plan, handing the prime minis- 
ter an important victory two days 
before a tense showdown in parlia- 
ment over the pullout. 

The compensation program, 
which passed Cabinet by a 13- 
6 vote, is a key part of Sharon’s 
“unilateral disengagement” plan, 
which calls for a complete with- 
drawal from Gaza and four West 
Bank settlements next year. 

The plan would pay affected set- 
tler families between $200,000 to 


ARKALYK, KAZAKHSTAN | ARussian- 
U.S. crew returned to Earth from 
the international space station 
Sunday in a pinpoint landing on 
the Kazakhstan steppe. 

Russian rockets and the non- 
reusable Soyuz space craft have 
been the only way NASA can get 
to the space station and back since 
the U.S. shuttle fleet was grounded 
after the Columbia burned up on 
re-entry in February 2003. 

The Soyuz TMA-4, carrying 


$350,000 in compensation. Sharon 
hopes settlers will accept cash 
advances to leave well ahead of 
the official evacuation, heading 
off confrontations between set- 
tlers and troops.

Police Officer Shot Dead as 
Peacekeepers Enter Bel Air 

One police officer was shot and 
killed Sunday as U.N. peacekeep- 
ers and Haitian riot police moved 
into Bel Air, a holdout of militants 
loyal to ousted President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide. The operation 
came two days after the govern- 
ment said it would root out gangs 
that it blames for two weeks of vio- 
lence that killed at least 56 people. 
Aristide supporters say the police 
started the violence by killing two 
protesters at a march to demand 
the return of Aristide, who fled a 
rebellion Feb. 29. (ap) 

PAKISTAN 

Scientist Held in Nuclear 
Probe to Remain in Custody 

Judges have ordered a top scientist 
accused of leaking nuclear technol- 
ogy to remain in custody another 
three months, officials said Sunday. 
Mohammed Farooq was arrested last 
December along with 10 other people 
from Pakistan’s top nuclear weapons 
facility after Abdul Qadeer Khan, 
the founder of Pakistan’s nuclear pro- 
gram, confessed to selling nuclear 
weapon secrets to Iran, Libya and 
North Korea. Farooq is the only Khan 
Research Laboratories’ employee who 
remains in custody, (ap) 

GERMANY 

Government Criticizes U.S. 
Over Political Asylum Case 

The German government Sunday 
criticized a U.S. court ruling allow- 
ing a woman to seek political asylum 
after she claimed that her family was 
harassed by neo-Nazis in Germany. 
The September ruling found that the 
German government was “unwill- 
ing or unable to control the anti-for- 
eigner violence” endured by Zakia 
Mashiri, an Afghan native who left 
Germany for the United States in 
1996.

Q To help temporarily relieve 
crowding on trains, has 
Metro considered removing seats 
and creating more standing room?

Va. Set to Unveil System 
To Ease Traffic on Tolls 


SmarTag, E-Z Pass 
to merge for smoother 
ride up the East Coast 

Virginia is finally merging its 
SmartTag automated toll system 
with the E-Z Pass system used 
in many other East Coast states, 
allowing Virginia drivers to bypass 
toll booths in the 1-95 corridor and 
vice versa. 

The two systems will officially 
become compatible on Wednesday, 
according to the Virginia 
Department of Transportation. 

Virginia has about 495,000 
SmartTags on the road, and about 
10.5 million toll transactions are 
conducted via SmartTag, accord- 


ing to VDOT. 

SmartTag and E-Z -Pass give 
drivers with prepaid accounts tran- 
sponders to attach to their cars so a 
toll can be automatically deducted 
without stopping to pay cash to a 
toll worker. SmartTag and E-Z Pass 
typically have dedicated toll lanes 
that allow those drivers to bypass 
lines at traditional toll booths. 

E-Z Pass is accepted in West 
Virginia, Maryland, Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New 
York and Massachusetts. It will be 
accepted in Illinois, New Hampshire 
and Maine next year. 

In Virginia, E-Z Pass will now 
be accepted at the Dulles Toll Road 
and Dulles Greenway in northern 
Virginia, matthew barakat (ap)

Cardinals’ road woes recall 1987 World Series 


BASEBALL I The scene is always 
the same at Busch Stadium: a sea 
of Cardinals fans dressed in red, 
cheering and chanting, spurring 
their team to a postseason victory. 

The problems start when St. 
Louis hits the road. 

The Cardinals dropped to 1-5 
awayfrom home this postseason with 
an 11-9 loss to Boston in Game 1 of 
the World Series on Saturday night. 
They hoped to cure their traveling 
woes with a win Sunday, knowing 
they need at least one win at Fenway 
Park to take home a title. 

“We’re in one of the histor- 
ic parks and it’s tough not to be 


excited,” Larry Walker said. 

Maybe the Cardinals got a little 
too excited. Whatever the reason, 
they have looked like a different 
team on the road these days. 

Road games cost the Cardinals 
in their last World Series, too. 

Remember 1987? With a speedy 
lineup led by Ozzie Smith and Willie 
McGee, St. Louis was a heavy favor- 
ite against the Minnesota Twins. 

But the Cardinals got wiped 
out at the noisy Metrodome, out- 
scored 33-12 while losing all four 
games in Minnesota. St. Louis 
won its three home games, but 
that wasn’t enough. 


A similar trend is developing 
this October. 

After going 105-57 in the regu- 
lar season, the Cardinals opened the 
playoffs at home with two easy wins 
over Los Angeles. They got shut out 
in Game 3 at Dodger Stadium, then 
closed out the division series with 
their only road win of the playoffs. 

The home team won all seven 
games in the National League cham- 
pionship series. St. Louis’ powerful 
lineup managed only seven runs in 
three games in Houston, getting shut 
out in Game 5. mike fitzpatrick (ap)

Schilling’s Season 
May Be Finished 

BASEBALL I Curt Schilling might 
not be able to make a second start 
in the World Series because the 
unprecedented surgical proce- 
dure to stitch together his injured 
right ankle might be too damaging 
to keep repeating. 

Team physician Bill Morgan 
told The Associated Press the team 
might have to pull the plug on the 
experiment after Schilling experi- 


enced significant discomfort before 
his start Sunday in Game 2 of the 
World Series against St. Louis. 

His Game 2 start was not in 
jeopardy, but he might not be able 
to return for a sixth game, if neces- 
sary. “Honestly, we may not be able to 
do it a third time,” Morgan said. 

Schilling has atom tendon sheath 
in his right ankle that will need sur- 
gery after the season. It forced him 
out Game 1 of the ALCS against the 
Yankees after three innings, but the 
procedure allowed him to pitch well 
in Game 6 . (ap)

Defense stops Jets’

FOOTBALL I The New England 
Patriots needed a big play to keep 
their record winning streak alive. 
They got it from a familiar place: 
the defense. 

Rodney Harrison broke up 
a fourth- down pass from Chad 
Pennington with 2:14 remaining, 
and the Patriots held on to extend 
their NFL victory streak to 21 games 
in a 13-7 win over the AFC East 
rival New York Jets. 

The Patriots also set the regu- 
lar-season mark of 18 straight wins, 
surpassing the 17 won by the 1933 - 
34 Chicago Bears. They also moved 
to 6 - 0 for the first time in franchise 
history while handing the Jets (5-1) 
their first loss this season. 

The matchup was the first pit- 
ting two undefeated teams with five 
or more wins since the Minnesota 
Vikings and Los Angeles Rams 
were both 6-0 going into a game 
Oct. 28, 1973. The game lived up to 
the hype, and turned into a defen- 
sive struggle in the second half 

The Jets could not move the 
ball until late in the fourth quarter. 
Facing fourth-and-1 from their own 


23, coach Herman Edwards decided 
to go for it with 6:55 remaining. 

Pennington made the first down 
on a 2 -yard sneak. The Jets then 
marched down to the Patriots’ 
27. Richard Seymour made a cru- 


cial play on third- and- 5, forcing 
Curtis Martin to lose 3 yards on a 
run. On fourth down, Pennington 
tried to throw to Wayne Chrebet,

Girls With Guitars 

The Donnas plot to seduce the mainstream 


STRATEGIES I To get a sense of the 
creative ambitions and commercial 
expectations surrounding the sec- 
ond Atlantic Records release from 
the Donnas, look no further than 
the title of their latest effort: “Gold 
Medal.” 


This time out, the Bay Area 
quartet — Brett Anderson, Allison 
Robertson, Maya Ford (bass) and 
Torry Castellano — hope to expand 
beyond their core Joan Jett-meets- 
Kiss formula. They’re showing a 
more varied sound and occasion- 


ally a softer side, without resorting 
to writing ballads. 

Robertson said they don’t neces- 
sarily need to reach platinum sales, 
but the band does desire increased 
exposure and greater commercial 
success. 

“It’s still so unconventional for 
a girl to play rock. You feel like a 


freak,” Robertson said. “Being indie 
isn’t enough right now. You need to 
reach people that would never go 
into an indie record store or read 
a [fanzine]. You need to reach all 
those younger girls and reach peo- 
ple who only know MTV and main- 
stream radio.” 

The market has not been partic- 
ularly kind to modern-rock-lean- 
ing female acts this year. Major- 
label releases from Courtney 
Love, Melissa Auf Der Maur, R J. 
Harvey and Sahara Hotnights had 
modest sales. 

Creatively, “Gold Medal” repre- 
sents a step forward for the Donnas. 
While there’s no shortage of the hard 
rock they’re known for, they scale 
the bratty swagger and experiment 
with more midtempo jangle pop on 
such songs as “Is That All You’ve Got 
for Me” and the title track. 

“With the last record, we made a 
conscious decision to limit ourselves. 
We wanted to hand in something 
that was really aggressive and was 
100 percent rock ’n’ roll the whole 
time,” Robertson said. “We didn’t 
want there to be anything that 
could be misconceived as being a 
ballad.” 

But, she added, “If you find 
your niche too early and you stick 
with it, you’ve sealed your fate for 
the rest of your career as a band. 
I don’t think we’ve found what we 
want to be for the rest of our career.”

The Hip-Hop Campaign 


P. Diddy takes his 
effort to fire up young 
voters to swing states 

CHANGING MINDS I Hip-hop mogul 
Sean “R Diddy” Combs is follow- 
ing the lead of President George W. 
Bush and Sen. John Kerry by tak- 
ing his get- out-the -vote campaign 
to the swing states. 

“If you are going to play the 
game, you need to play it all the 
way,” Combs said Saturday. “And 
if you talking about flexing your 
power, and you ain’t flexing in the 
swing states, then you ain’t flexing 
your power.” 

Combs’ Citizen Change initia- 


tive will launch a three-day get-out- 
the-vote drive starting Tuesday in 
Milwaukee and Detroit, followed by 
rallies in Cleveland, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh and Miami. Combs said 
he will be joined by other celebrities, 
including actor Leonardo DiCaprio 
and singer Mary J. Blige. 

P. Diddy started his nonprof- 
it, nonpartisan initiative earlier 
this year, saying he wanted to use 
unconventional means to register 
thousands of young, minority and 
urban voters he says are overlooked 
by politicians. 

The Citizen Change campaign 
has gone to college campuses, urban 
radio stations, barbershops, night- 
clubs — “anywhere this community 


of voters are,” Combs said. 

Combs’ drive — with its “Vote or 
Die” slogan — has recorded phone 
messages for 435,000 new voters 
across the country. 

The initiative is deploying 
street teams to mobilize 
voters, distributing lit- 
erature and provid- 
ing troubleshooting 
for voters before the 
Nov. 2 election. 

“The sleeping giant has 
awoken and the forgotten ones, 
this group of 40 million voters 
[between 18 and 35], are going 
to be the deciding factor because 
their votes have not been count- 
ed.”

Bike to Basics 


Leisure 


Simplicy is catching 
on as cyclists reach 
high-tech overload 

Getting back to the basics is not 
so simple, at least when it comes 
to our pastimes. 

Until just recently, bicycles were 
unimpeded in a single-minded pur- 
suit of technological advancement. 
On mountain bikes, front suspen- 
sion forks were augmented by vast 
assortments of rear shock-absorber 
systems — wet-bath, stable -plat- 
form valving, niche specific — plus 
trigger shifters for more gears than 
there are letters in the alphabet, 
along with hydraulic disc brakes 
and halogen floodlights. 

Road bikes, fabricated from 
witches’ brews of spindly aero- 
space materials, were outfitted with 
transmitter- computers and push- 
button 30 -speed index shifters. For 
those who wanted it, an electroni- 
cally activated automatic transmis- 
sion became an option. 


A countertrend was inevitable. 
And sure enough, new breeds of 
lean, sporty, stylish — and simple 
— bicycles are coming into fashion, 
both for road and mountain. 

Fanatics have led the way, of 
course. Urban messengers threw 
away their shifters, and sometimes 
their brakes, years ago to dare traf- 
fic on limber, fixed-gear speedsters. 
Since then, slightly tamer but also 


gearless single-speed bikes have 
gained nearly cult-like under- 
ground status. Now, simplicity is 
going mainstream with cyclists of 
this new century reaching back to 
grab the tail of past generations for 
the sheer pleasure of it. 

Editors at Bicycling magazine 
have long championed advances in 
machinery, but recently they paused 
and urged readers to also remem- 
ber the “poetry” of bikes and not be 
blinded by the “patents.” 


So, it’s off with derailleurs, cas- 
sette cogs, shifters and six feet or so 
of cables. Leave just one sprocket 
up front, another in back. One gear, 
single-speed. 

Sure, it’s a fad. The best kind: 
an excuse to buy something shiny 
in the name of simplifying things. 
But down at the heart of the mat- 
ter, there maybe more to it. Single- 
speeders talk about reconnecting. 
As in, reconnecting to the delights of 
what it was like to ride as a kid. 


“I know whole groups of people 
who used to ride geared bikes and 
have given them up,” said Gabriel 
Zink, a single- speeder and profes- 
sional bicycle mechanic in Orange 
County, Calif 

A single-speed bike retains a 
coaster hub, or freewheel, but no 
gears. That means the rider can 
coast along at will. The fixed gear 
is a single-speed without a coast- 
er hub. The rider’s legs move con- 
stantly with the revolution of the

wheels and also provide resistance 
for slowing. 

“There is a certain attraction to a 
minimalist, but still high-end, qual- 
ity, bike,” said Fred Clements, execu- 
tive director of the national Bicycle 
Dealers Association. “You just get on 
it and ride, and a lot of people like

Director/screenwriter BILL CONDON was online Friday to discuss “Kinsey,” his film 
about human sexuality researcher Alfred Kinsey | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


Is the focus of the movie on his work 
and its impact or his personal life? 

The reason Kinsey makes a good 
subject for a film is there’s such a 
deep connection between his life 
and his work. Therefore, I was able 
to spend probably half the movie 
dealing with the work because it 
reveals a lot about the person. 

Are you going to mention that 
Kinsey’s work was badly flawed and 
can no longer be taken seriously? 

Yes, there’s reference in the movie 
to the fact that there were statistical 
flaws in the methodology. 

Kinsey solved one problem that 
sex researchers had always faced, 
but in doing so created another. 
The problem: People who are will- 
ing to speak openly about their sex 
histories are inevitably more sexu- 
ally active, so using them as a sam- 
ple wouldn’t accurately reflect the 
general population. Kinsey instead 
interviewed groups of people who 
had gathered for a reason that had 
nothing to do with sex — a bowling 
league, for example. While this took 
care of the initial problem, Kinsey’s 
hope that these groups would repre- 


sent the entirety of society in micro- 
cosm turned out to be not the case. 
But Kinsey’s 18,000 sex interviews 
are still used as a main source of 
contemporary sex research. And 
when run through contemporary 
statistical models, often yield sim- 
ilar results. 

I’ve been intrigued by previews that 
mention the McCarthy trials. How 
does the film deal with that era? 

The reactions to the male and 
female volume were very different. 
The male volume was published in 
January 1948 when the country was 
still in that optimistic post-war glow. 
The female volume was published in 
1953 when the Cold War had taken 
hold. Kinsey’s discussion of female 
sexual activity was seen as an attack 
on the American family and there- 
fore, in some quarters, an attack on 
our entire capitalist system.
